In a sense, it

head, but a reaffirmation of one 
of the elements of the Republic’s 
foundation stones. This is not a ma- 
terialistic nation. Philosophy, poet- 
ry and a spiritual seeking are in 
the Declaration of Independence 
and inthe later Constitution of the 
United States. Most of the men 
who brought about the revolution, 
the Declaration and the Constitu- 
tion were college graduates, read- 
ers of books, poetry and philoso- 
phy. There was poetry in their 
souls and a_ great philosophic 
sense of man’s groping toward a 
more perfect society in which 
the rights of the individual were 
paramount. 


Chief among them, of course, 
was Jefferson. He was perhaps 
influenced by the French, among 
whom he served as our Secretary 
of State. But it could be they 
were equally influenced by him. 
He was an early advocate of egali- 
tarianism. The word is from the 
French ‘‘egalite,” meaning equal- 
ity. Some of Jefferson’s philosophy 
was written into our Constitution. 


Best-Known Poet 


Robert Frost, of course, is one 
of America’s _best-known poets 
and a number of his poems are 
among the best loved and most 
often read and quoted. 


He is a new Englander and New 
England is in his poems, yet they 
are never regional. They have in 
them the universal quality of 
image and response. A man or 
woman who has never seen any- 
thing but pines or tropical flora 
is as moved by “Birches” as one 
whose horizons have been those 
of Maine or Vermont. Persons 
who have never had or known a 
farm hired man have been moved 
to compassion and gentleness by 
“The Death of a Hired Man.” 
And one whose fences have al- 
ways been barbed wire is held 
by “Mending Wall.” 


‘Phe weary reporters who trav- 
eled during the campaign with 
the seemingly tireless Candidate 
Kennedy used to smile apprecia- 
tively when, to conclude a night 
speech, the senator would smile 
and say: 

“But I have promises to keep, 
and miles to go before I sleep.” 


These are the last lines to an- 
other of Frost's best known short 
poems, “Stopping by_Woods on a 
Snowy Evening.” Sometimes the 
smiles were wry, because there 
were miles and miles to go be- 
fore anyone of press or staff 
would sleep. 


A Measure 


It is one of the measures of the 
new President and his thinking 
that he suggested an official union 
of letters and government sym- 
hbolized at his inauguration. He 
is that rare man—a politician and 
a scholar. During the campaign 
he frequently used quotes from 
philosophers and poets to enliven 
or give image to his comments. 
He did this naturally and easily. 


The Inaugural poem is Frost’s 
“The Gift Outright.’ It begins: 


“The land was ours before we 
were the land’s. 
She was our land more than 
a hundred years 
Before we were 
ee sa 
It closes with equal majesty: 
“Such as we were we gave 
ourselves outright 
(The deed of gifts was many 
deeds of war) 
To the land still vaguely 
realizing westward, 
But still unstoried, artless, 
unenhanced, 
Such as she was, such as she 
would become.” 


In a very real sense, this ritual 
of inauguration, this moment 
when a hush comes over the huge 
crowd and one can hear only the 
sounds of the surrounding city and 
the present voice intoning the 
Oath, is itself a symbol of our own 
giving of faith, of love, and de- 
votion to our common country 
with its common protection for 
us all.

House Gets 
Bill to Ban 


Drag Races

A bill which would prohibit any- 
one from participating “in any 
manner whatsoever” in a drag 
race on a public road was intro- 
duced in the House Tuesday. 


The rigid measure, providing 
felony offenses and lifetime revo- 
cation of drivers’ licenses, 
authored by Rep. Thomas L Sang- 
ster of Dooly County. It contained 
the signature of 54 other repre- 
sentatives. 


11 DEATHS CITED 


In a six-month period last year 
there were 11 documented drag 
race deaths on Georgia roads. 
Safety officials estimated at least 
nine others were killed in drag 
race accidents where available 
evidence could not positively doc- 
ument the cause. Eight of the 
documented cases of fatalities in- 
volved innocent parties. 


Sangster’s bill provides that 
driving in a race or any other 
contest of speed on a public road 
is a felony offense. 
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Anyone who is found guilty or 
who pleads guilty or nolo con- 
tendre (no contest) to a charge 
of driving in a drag race would 
be sentenced to a term of two-to- 
five years in a penal institution 
other than a jail. The offense 
could not be reduced to a misde- 
meanor by the court or the jury. 


PASSENGERS GUILTY, TOO 

A passenger in a racing vehicle 
would be guilty of a misdemeanor 
on the first offense. Any subse- 
| quent conviction would be a felony

Vandiver Will Appeal 
Tonight for New Laws 
To Keep Schools Open

Gov. Vandiver will make an ex- 
traordinary appeal Wednesday 
night for a new packet of laws 
designed to keep the public schools 
open and in the hands of local 
officials. 


The governor is expected to tell 
the General Assembly that the 
new laws are necessary to keep 
federal courts from seizing the 
schools. 


Vandiver will make the request 
at 7 p.m. in the House chamber 
at the State Capitol. His immedi- 
ate audience will be the state 
senators and representatives he is 
asking to enact the new laws. 


BROADCAST SET 


Another audience will be watch- 
ing over a statewide television 
network. 


Vandiver worked on the special 
message with his advisers. Tues- 
day, and reportedly had decided 
upon a four-point program. That 
program includes: 


1. A pupil protection amendment 
which would write into the state 
constitution a provision that no 
child would be required to attend 
an integrated school. (It was re- 
ported this amendment would re- 
place the provision that says the 
state must maintain separate 
schools for each race.) 


TUITION GRANTS 

2. A tuition grant program which 
would authorize the issuance of 
funds to parents of children who 
want their children to attend priv- 
ate schools rather than public 
schools. 


3. A local referendum provision 
under which each community 
could vote to close its schools or 
to keep them open in the event 
they are ordered integrated. 


4. A clarification of the system 
under which appeals can be made 
from local schools to the State 
Board of Education. 


The message reportedly would 
take the approach that the Legis- 
lature must act swiftly to enact 
these new laws to forestall any 
possibility that the federal courts 
would take the schools under their 
control.

The University of Georgia crisis made 
it clear that any segregationist who 
stands pat on existing laws is liable to 
the charge that he is an integrationist- 
by-court-order. 

This is the political fact of federal 
court rulings in other states as well as 
Georgia. Judge Bootle used the fund cut- 
off law as evidence— 

University. Thus the supposed defense of 
the state turned into the largest hole in 
the dike. 

After that, it becomes clear that any 
politician who wants to stand pat on 
similar laws affecting the public schools, 
and let the court strike them down, is 
hastening overthrow of segregation. 

And the public schools face an ad- 
ditional problem not present at the uni- 
versity: the public schools have a greater 
need for controls and conditions to be laid 
down governing desegregation. Yet if ac- 


tion, then the legislature will lose its 
present power to lay down controls and 
conditions. The New Orleans court rul- 
ings prove this. Once the courts take 
over jurisdiction of the schools from a 
fearful legislature, then the courts can 
sweep aside normally legal actions by the 
legislature on grounds they are evasions 
of the court orders. The Louisiana legis- 
lature found it could not even fire and re- 
place the lawyer for the New Orleans 
school board, a board which it had cre- 
ated in the first place. It could have fired 
the lawyer normally; but once the schools 
were under the court’s order, the judge 
ruled the firing was an evasion. 

- The alternatives have thus become 
‘open schools, with controls and non-com- 
‘epulsory provisions laid down by the leg- 
“islature, or open schools, subject to court 
integration minus controls, or closed 
“schools. 

The politician who wants rapid over- 
throw of present law by the courts fol- 
lowed. by uncontrolled integration, or 
closed schools, will stand pat. Gov. Van- 
diver is proposing a better course tonight. 
The decision is up to the legislature.

Let All Sales Taxes 
Be Paid to the State 


~ The House proposal to change the 
present brackets system for collecting 
sales taxes is unwise. Not only would it 
cost the state an estimated $1,200,000 in 
taxes actually collected, it would present 
this amount to merchants as a gift of the 
taxpayers. 


The bill would require merchants to 
return only 3 per cent of their gross 
sales, in addition to granting them the 
3 per cent of taxes collected to take care 
of their extra bookkeeping costs in col- 
lections. 


The present system, which requires 
merchants to return all sales taxes col- 
lected to the state, is a fair one. Under 
the sales tax system, the total is bound 
to be slightly more than the 3 per cent 
on gross because of the multiplicity of 
small transactions. Regardless of that, 
the taxes are paid by the purchaser with 
the understanding they will be trans- 
mitted to the state and not retained as a 
windfall for merchants. 


Present state law under which Reve- 
nue Commissioner Oxford is operating 
provides that “when the tax collected 
for any period is in excess of 3 per cent, 
the total tax collected must be paid over 
to the state.” This is how the law is now 
being enforced. Let’s keep it that way.

According to the American Heri- 
tage Foundation, only Alabama

Of 2,342,000 persons of voting 
age in Georgia, 733,349 cast their 
votes, a percentage of 31.312. 


Mississippi, the lowest of the 50 
- states, had 25.638 per cent voting 
while Idaho, who ranked first, had 
80.766 per cent voting. 


Brendan Byrne, executive direc- 
tor of the American Heritage 
Foundation, said that the 1960 vot- 
ing results ‘“‘show that those 
states with up-to-date election 
laws which make it easier to reg- 
ister and vote, got more of their 
citizens to the polls.” 


Iowa was followed by New 
Hampshire with 80.588, the foun- 
dation said. Twenty-nine states 
had 70 to 79 per cent, four 60 to 
69, six 50 to 59 and four 40 to 49. 


Five of the bottom states—Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Mississippi, 
Texas and Virginia — have poll 
taxes, he said. 


The bottom states “have a high 
illiteracy rate, but they also have 
the most formidable literacy 
tests,”” Byrne said. 


Georgia requires a voter to be 
a resident of the state a year and 
a residerit of the county in which 
he votes for six months before the 
election.

OLD RECORD FOR JURY 


Among the new bills was one 
to permit juries, after returning 
a guilty verdict, to hear evidence 
of a defendant’s record before 
recommending. a sentence. At 
present juries are prohibited from 
receiving evidence of prior of- 
fenses while weighing probable 
punishment.

Bill’s Author to Reply Today 
To Critics in Committee

"The Senate Judiciary Committee postponed action 
Tuesday on the noncompulsory statewide sheriffs’ sal- 
ary bill after some committee members raised objections. 


The objections, however, may | 


turn to the fee system if it wishes 
to do s0. 


Sen. W. C. Long of Nahunta 
raised that question. So did Sen. 
Charles E. Dews of Edison. 


Dews said it is comparatively 
easy now for lawyers to get pro- 
cesses served on suits they file 
because the sheriffs “‘want the 
costs.” But what can a county do 
if a sheriff, after going under the 
salary plan, gets lax in his duties? 


One committee member com- 
pared that problem to picking 
cotton by the day or by the hour. 
“You can get a lot more picked 
when you pay your hands by the 
hour,” he said. 


But Sen. Long said the trouble 
with the fee system is that some 
sheriffs have been “picking too 
much cotton.” 


Sen. Willis Conger of Bainbridge 
objected to a provision of the bill 
which sets up a three-man Budget 
Appeals Committee. A _ sheriff 
could appeal to this committee 
decisions by county authorities to 
his office budget which he dis- 
liked. 

“What that boils down to is tak- 
ing the control away from local 
authorities and putting it in a 
group in Atlanta,” Conger as- 
serted. 


The budget appeals group would 
consist of the state auditor, 
comptroller general and attorney 
general. 


Sen. Robert Smalley Jr. of Grif- 
fin complained that the bill “‘has 
a numer of kinks in it. 


“It is a bill the sheriffs have 
drawn to suit the sheriffs and it 


doesn’t suit the counties,”’ Smal- 
ley said. He listed the “kinks” 
as: 


1. That a $6,000 to $15,000 sal- 
ary scale in the bill would be 
‘“‘mandatory”’’ on counties which 
already on salary plans and would 
increase the pay of some sheriffs.

This evening I come to you with 
a message of leave-taking and 
farewell, and to share a few final 
thoughts with you, my country- 
men. 


Like every other citizen, I wish 
the new president, and all who 
will labor with him, Godspeed. I 
pray that the eoming years will 
be blessed with peace and pros- 
perity for all. 


-—Our people expect their presi- 
dent and the Congress to find es- 
sential agreement on issues of 
great moment, the wise resolution 
of which will better shape the 
future of the nation. 


My own relations with Congress, 
which began on a remote and 
tenuous basis when, long ago, a 
member of the Senate appointed 
me to West Point, may have since 
ranged to the intimate during the 
war and immediate post-war pe- 
riods, and, finally, to the mutually 
interdependent during these past 
eight years. 


In this final relationship, the

It commands our whole at- 
tention, absorbs our very beings. 
We.face a hostile ideology— global 
in scope, atheistic in character, 
ruthless in purpose, and insidious 
in method. Unhappily the danger 
it poses promises to be of indefi- 
nite duration. To meet it success- 
fully, there is called for, not so 
much the emotional and transi- 
tory sacrifices of crisis, but rather 
those which enable us to carry 
forward steadily, surely, and with- 
out complaint the burdens of a 
prolonged and complex struggle— 
with liberty the stake.

action could become the miracu- 
lous solution to all current diffi- 
culties. A huge increase in newer 
elements of our defense; develop- 
ment of unrealistic programs to 
cure every ill in agriculture; a 
dramatic expansion in basic and 
applied research—these and many 
other possibilities, each possibly 
promising in itself, may be sug- 
gested as the only way to the road 
we wish to travel. 


But each proposal must be 
weighed in the light of a broader 
consideration: the need to main- 
tain balance in and among na- 
tional programs—balance between 
the private and the public econ- 
omy, balance between cost and 
hoped-for advantage—balance be- 
tween the clearly necessary and 
the comfortably desirable; bal- 
ance between our essential re- 
quirements as a nation and the 
duties imposed by the nation upon 
the individual; balance between 
actions of the moment and the 
national welfare of the future. 
Good judgment seeks balance and 
progress; lack of it eventually 
finds imbalance and frustration. 


The record of ‘many decades 
stands as proof that our people 
and their government have, in 
the main, understood these truths 
and have responded to them well, 
in the face of stress and threat. 
But threats, new in kind or de- 
gree, constantly rise. I mention 
two only.

A vital element in keeping the 
peace is our military establish- 
ment. Our arms must be mighty, 
ready for instant action, so that 
no potential aggressor may be 
tempted to risk his own destruc- 
tion. 


Our military organization today 
bears little relation to that known 
by any of my predecessors in 
peacetime, or indeed by the fight- 
ing men of World War II or Korea. 


Until the latest of our world 
conflicts, the United States had no 
armaments industry. American 
makers of plowshares could, with 
time and as required, make 
swords as well. But now we can 
no longer risk emergency impro- 
we 
have been compelled to create a 
permanent armaments industry of 
vast proportions. Added to this, 
three and a half million men and 
women are directly engaged in the 
Defense establishment. We an- 
nually spend on military security 
more than the net income of all 
United States corporations. 


Grave Implications 


This conjunction of an immense 
military establishment and a large 
arms industry is new in the 
American experience. The total 
influence — economic, political, 
even spiritual—is felt in every 
city, every state house, every of- 
fice of the federal government. 
We recognize the imperative need 
for this development. Yet we must 
not fail to comprehend its grave 
implications. Our toil, resources 
and. livelihood are all involved; 
so is the yery structure of our 
society. 


In the councils of government, 
we must guard against the ac- 
quisition of unwarranted influence, 
whether sought or unsought, by 
the military-industrial complex. 
The potential for the disastrous 
rise of misplaced power exists and 
will persist. 


We must never let the weight 
of this combination endanger our 
liberties or democratic processes. 
We should take nothing for grant- 
ed. Only an alert and knowledge- 
able citizenry can compel the 
proper meshing of the huge indus-

and goals, so that security .and 
liberty may prosper together. |

Task Forces Now 


Today, the solitary inventor, 
tinkering in his shop, has been 
overshadowed by task forces of 
scientists in laboratories and test- 
ing fields. In the same fashion, 
the free university, historically 
the fountain head of free ideas 
and scientific discovery, has expe- 
rienced a revolution in the con- 
duct of. research. Partly because 
of the huge costs involved, a gov- 
ernment contract becomes vir- 
tually a substitute for intellectual 
curiosity. For every old black- 
board there are now hundreds of 
new electronic computers. 


the nation’s scholars by federal 
employment, project allocations, 
and the power of money is ever 


present ... and is gravely to be 
regarded. 
Yet, in holding scientific re- 


search and discovery in respect, 
as we should, we must also be 
alert to the equal and opposite 
danger that public policy could 
itself become the captive of a 
scientific-technological elite. 


It is the task of statesmanship 
to mold, to balance, and to inte- 
grate these and other forces, new 
and old, within the principles of 
our democratic system—ever aim- 
ing toward the supreme goals of 
our free society.

Another factor in maintaining 
balance involves the element of 
time. As we peer into society's 
future, we—you and I, and our 
government—must avoid the im- 
pulses to live only for today, 
plundering, for our own ease and 
convenience, the precious re- 
sources of tomorrow.

The truck exploded under the 
impact, spewing flames as high as 
the trees and the length of the 
train.

R. L. Williams, a Magnolia 
painter, was in a Main Street 
store when he heard the stream- 
liner approaching, its whistle 
“blowing like hell.’’ Williams said 
the truck driver apparently didn’t 
hear the train and started slowly 
across the tracks. 

“The train smashed into the 
truck and shot flames as high as 
the trees and spread the length 
of the train,” Williams said. “I 
knew somebody was burning up 
and I couldn't do anything about 
it. L could feel the flames.”

Explicitly, Khrushchev said: 
“The fact that communism is the 
standard bearer of peace is the 
decisive force of its moral power, 
of its tremendous influence on the 
masses. It is the banner of peace 
that enables us to rally the 
masses of the people about us. If 
we carry the banner of peace high 
we shall score even greater 
successes.” 


He saw a fertile field for com- 
munism in the awakening of the 
nations of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America which he said was sec- 
ond only to the emergence of the 
world Socialist system in historic 
impact. 


He predicted that “fascist dung- 
eons in the Union of South Africa 
will crumble to dust. Rhodesia, 
Uganda and other parts of Africa 
will be free.” 


Khrushchev declared it was an 
outright lie to claim that a na- 


tionalization movement could de-| ; 


velop independently ‘‘of the strug- 
gie which the working class wages 
for socialism, and of support from 
the Socialist countries.” 


He said it was to the interest of 
workers to help avoid war.

He noted that the. conjunction 
of an immense military establish- 
ment and a large arms industry— 
both essential to national and free 
world security — was 
new in American experience. 


“The total influence—economic, 
political, even spiritual—is felt in 
every city, every state house, 
every office of the federal gov- 
ernment,” the President said. 
“We recognize the imperative 
need for this development. Yet 
we must not fail to comprehend 
its grave implications. Our toil, 
resources: and livelihood are all 
involved; so is the structure of 
our society. 


“We must never let the weight 


liberties or democratic processes. 
We should take nothing for grant- 
ed. Only an alert and knowledge- 
able citizenry can compel the 
proper meshing of the huge in- 
dustrial and military machinery 
of defense with our peaceful meth-

WASHINGTON (#—An official 
of Southern Airways _ testified 
Tuesday that a group of the car- 
rier’s striking pilots sought to 
harass their nonunion replace- 
ments. 


Cc. H. D. Tarrer, the airline’s 
assistant treasurer, said the inci- 
dents occurred at the company’s 
Atlanta terminal and at a hotel 
where the new pilots were housed 
shortly before the strike began 
last June. 


Tarrer testified at a Civil Aero- 
nautics Board hearing on a re 
quest by the Air Line Pilots Asso- 
ciation that Southern be directed 
to bargain fairly with the pilots 
or to revoke the carrier’s author- 
ity to operate. 


NEEDLING CHARGED 


Tarrer said that for severa! 
diys after the strike started, the 
striking pilots addressed haras- 
sing remarks at crews working 
in the terminal and at the new 
pilots entering their hotel 
quarters. 


Tarrer said the hotel manage- 
ment asked the striking pilots not 
to frequent the lobbies or eleva- 
tors. The managemen: also sug- 
gested, he said, that the replace- 
ment pilots be quartered on one 
floor. 


The new pilots, he said, were 
driven to the hotel in personal 
cars and later in a bus on which 
a company security guard rode. 
No violence was alleged. 


Tarrer said that at times guards 
were placed near hangars, the 
company’s general offices, and at 
a ramp.

On cross-examination, Tarrer 
said that on occasion he had taken 
pictures of the striking pilots. 


Southern’s pilots struck after 
negotiations and efforts of federal 
mediators had failed to settle a 
dispute involving wage increases 
and requests for improved work- 
ing conditions. 


Southern has been operating 
with nonunion pilots on its routes 
in nine Southeastern states. 


ALPA has also requested the 
board to deny mail subsidy pay- 
ments to Southern, saying it is 
using subsidies to operate during 
the strike.

WASHINGTON — The annual 
flood of civil rights bills began 
in the Senate Tuesday as “‘Lib- 
erals” from the Democratic and 
Republican sides of the aisle 
raced to introduce them. 


Sen. Cooper, R-Ky., introduced 
a bill authorizing the at 
general of the United States to 
intervene in school desegregation 
cases instituted by individuals. 


REPORT PRAISED 


Sen. Moss, D-Utah, praised the 
most recent report of the Civil 
Rights Commission and joined in 
sponsoring three bills. They 
would (1) extend the life of the 
commission; (2) provide that a 
sixth grade education will satisfy 
literacy requirements for voting 
and (3) abolish the poll tax. 


Meanwhile, Senators Javits, R- 
N.Y., and Keating, R-Ky., tossed 
in a seven-point package they 
said would implement the 1960 
platforms of both the Democratic 
and Republican parties on civil 
rights. 


Cooper said his bill would let 
Congress meet its responsibility 
in enforcing the Supreme Court’s 
decision outlawing racial segre- 
gation in public schools. 
PROMISES SUPPORT 

It would, he said, support the 
constitution, the courts, law and 
order and the duty to see that 
all citizens have equal political 
and constitutional rights. 


The Javits-Keating bills, co- 
sponsored by several other Re- 
publicans, would: (1) Authorize 
thhe attorney general to initiate 
civil rights lawsuits; (2) provide 
technical and financial aid to 
state and local school districts 
seeking to desegregate; (3) es- 
tablish a statutory commission 
on equal job opportunity under 
government contracts; (4) extend 
the life of the Civil Rights Com- 
mission indefinitely; (5) establish 
a sixth-grade education as proof 
of literacy for voting purposes; 
(6) make unlawful deprivations 
of rights under the 14th amend- 
ment; (7) eliminate the poll tax.

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Georgia Women

Women who wrestle with the 
household budget this week ex- 
pressed compasion for legis- 
lators who tackle the state’s 
financial disbursements. At the 
same time, however, they de- 
plored the “mutual confusion”

Jack 
Ray of Warren County, chair- 
man of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee; Sen. Hamilton 
McWhorter of Lexington and 
Rep. Irwin Mitchell of Dalton. 


The usual format of the fo- 
rum—with questions and an- 
swers following talks by pro- 
gram participants—was dropped 
when the women were invited 
to immediately begin their in- 
terrogation. 


The women were interested 
in learning how citizens of the 


state department's program. 


“Is it a case of ‘the squeak- 
ing wheel gets the grease,’ or 
just how should the people go 
about asking for additional mon- 
ey?” one feminine questioner 
wanted to know. 


After a bit of parrying among 
the visiting solons, the women 
were advised to “‘work through 
whatever department needs the 
additional funds.” The feminine 
contingent, however, thought 
this answer was not fully ex- 
planatory. 


PEOPLE’S WANTS 


“If who gets these funds is 
decided by the Budget Bureau— 
the governor, the auditor and 
the treasurer—and the legisla- 
tive committee,” they pin- 
pointed, “‘where do the people 
and the people’s wants enter 
the picture?” 


“The people can give their 
support at the department lev- 
el,” a panel member said. “The 
head of the department seeking 
the money can voice his opin- 
ions at a committee hearing. 
He can explain why he believes 
additional funds are needed 
more by his department than 
by another unit of the state 
government.” 


Will these hearings be open 
to the public, or will they be 
private? 

“They can be either,”” one 
member of the panel pointed 
out. 


This brought up the question 
of whether or not public hear- 
ings are “a really effective 
technique.” 


“They help sometimes,” the 
women were told. “The more 
pressure that is brought to bear 
at high levels in favor of an 
increase in funds to a certain 
department, the more likely it 
is to be granted.
